Alter all, said Beecher, in one of his ser- 
mons delivered in his palmier days, After all, 
the church is but a hospital wagou, meant only 
for the lame, halt, and biind,eavno would never 
reach heaven without a lit on the road.” But 
alas! jor the olind, halt, aud lame; sorry a iil 
they got yesterday iu the Cuwago avenue ams 
bulanee. Tue stiong and vigoruus crowded out 
the weaker secexers aiter riguteousness, and the 
only recompense or sugyestion of dime inter-

We pity anybody 
that docs not know enough to say the Lord's 


| prayer, but I never knew a person in my life 


that kncw enough to say it rigat. The very first 
tentenbe, if you stop 4 moment to ponder, is in- 
finite in its outreaching. ~*~ Our Father.“ What 
is God to vou! He is au immense, cloudy noth- 
ing, out of which may come thunderboits by- 
and-by, or may not, as the one happens to sct 
our mind. God isto some ol you a mere 
‘tavught of power, aud a response—fear. To 
some of you God is purely au intellectual con- 
ception—a metaphysical bunch and bun- 
dle of abstracts,—and you say omnipo- 
tent, and ouniscieat, and omnipresent, 
and omni everything, and call it God; and to 
others God is a crowned glorv afar afl, taking 
care of Himseli first, and then taking care of 
His favorites, and then, if there is anything else 
that.an climb up and get inge the circle of 
syrupathy, taking care vi them. But bow many 
are }uere Who have a clear con ption of unver- 
sal w ava power, sitting central ip the 
uu and boluing all taings im His hands, as

Not say it once, not say it Sunday 
morning, not say it and forget it as you drop a 
letter in the post-office and say, There, that is 
gone; no more care forme.”

Now, it is on this subject of the Kingdom of 
God that | wish to to you to-day. What 

the Kingdom of God—the Ki of 
Heaven!—which are interchangeable terms. 
Some say, Why, it is the heavenly state that 
is to come, and theo there are nascent conditions 
in this life that are to be transferred there; 
but the real kingdom is in the heavenly world. 
In some senses this is true. The perfected 
form of life is vot ou earth, but it is iu the iu- 
ture. The perfect form of existence we call 
heaven. Other people think that the — 
of God is ip the main expressed by word 
church“; thas God bas a Cuurch op earth; 
that it includes His elect; andtthat therein 
dwells His spemal favor, and that it is, to all in- 
tents and purposes, the Kingdom of God, as if 
He had nothing outside of the Church; as if our 
Christiaus were pothing but old dried-up Jews 
over again. The Jew used to think 
that the children of Abraham had 2 
chauce with God, but that no- 
body else had; that, if he» wasn't 
u gew, or did not submit himself to become a 
pruselyte and go into that door, God had noth- 
ing to do with him; that all the milk of God’s 
kindness was for the Jew, and not tor the Gen. 
tile. The idea of taking any of their God and 
partitioning ut off for the Gentiles was enough 
to raise a mob any time, for they felt about it 
just as you do about your 2 ‘If @ man 
propauses to walk into your k and divide your 
account, some of you would feel in a very 
unumiable mood about it. Now, the Jews 
und a God which was their property, 
aud the idea of taking Him and giving 
to the Gentiles some, to the Greeks 
some, and the Romans some, was what they 
didn’t understand. How many churches are 
there, calling themselves Christian, that think 
that God is infinitely good, but that His good- 
ness is dispeused especially for His Church, and 
tuat those that are outside of the Church are to 
Him what the Jews tuought the Gentiles were 
to Him¢ As if a babe born by the side of the 
Ganges Was nothing te God! As u the Indian 
wauderiug on the pampas of South America, 
was nothing to God! As if 530,000,000 or thou- 
ulis of millions that breathe, suffer, sig 
weep, die, were —1 to infinite love, an 
ovly a handiul of good Christians, harnessed to 
their own church or creed, were everything to 
Goud, 

Now, far be it from me to say that the Church 
is not dear to God. My lamily is dear to me; 
but there is oot a family in the neighborhood 
that I dout think as much of, and would not 
suifer as well ior. The Cuurch contains the 
elements of power, of grandeur, and of beauty, 
that cannot be extravagantly expressed if ex- 
pressed ever so highly. Nevertheless, it is said 
the Church is Gol’s Kingdom. It is no more 
God's kingdom than the bauggage-wagons which 
Jacob tovk down into Egypt iall of corn for bis 
sous. Tuey were tue mere fvod-wagons and 
implements, and the Church on earth is simply 
an enginery by which God feeds wen,—teaches, 
guides tuem, loves them. 

A great mau teel as though the Kingdom of 
Heaven was that recreated world for which meu 
are wong Sper Christ shali come, and burn 
up the wwked and reconstruct this earth, and 
then that tuere will be a new heaven aud a new 
earth in which righteousness shall be the King- 
dom of Heaven. Now, in all these notiona, 
there is an element of truta, but they are based 
upon ap old, dry issue: you will observe iu the 
thirteeuth chapter of Mattaew’s Gospel, where 
the whole catalogue of parables is given which 
tagch the question of the Kingdom of 

that “the Kingdom of Heaven 
unto ai treasure hid in 
the which when a ma hath 
tuund, be nideth, and for joy thereof gBeth and 
sclieth all that he hath, and buveth that feild,” 
—as much as to say, there is an experience in 
tae soul of man Wuich puts to nothing every- 
thang else—a joy in whose possession there is a 
preciousness that he never knew. There are 
depths that are not touched bv this world, and 
never can be. There are currents tuat vever 
telt the keel uf worldly interests tloating upon 
them, and waenu the Aingavm is really developed 
in a man, compared wits that new and inward 
expervence all created th.ogs are as a bubole. 
Tuat is sumply giviag its valve. 

Then to tue same point, The Kingdom of 
heaven is Lke unto a merchantman seeking 
goouly pearis, who, when he bad found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold all that he 
bad, aud went and buug.t u; lke unto @ net 
that was cast into the sea, and gatuered of every 
kind, Which, wuen it was full, taey drew to 
shore, anid sat downs, and gathered the good 
into morsels, aud cast the bad away.” To-day 
tue same tung is done. And then he savs 
again, im the same place, “Tue Kingdom of 
Hicaven 1s like uuto leaven which a woman took 
and hai in turee measures oi meal, wll the 
whole was leavened;’’ or, like to 4 grain of 
mustard-seed Which a man took an sowed 
n is tivid; Which indeed is tue least of alt sees, 
vut When it is growu itis greatest among heros, 
and besumMectiia bree, so that the virds oi tue air 
tome and lodge in the branches tuereoi.” An 
in anotuer piace our Master says wuen men 
were coming aud saying, “So here, end 80 
tere, GOu’s Nlugdou is coming. He says that 
ine Kingd m uever comes to tue vision toat fs 
ot guservation,”’ as tue purase is trapslated. 
It is never Cone to be au objective, an ex- 
terval framework which a man can look upon 
and see coming near as he would an army with 
banners. He says again, dne Riugdom of Gud 
is w.tule „ou.“ Now we vegin to @me near to 
the essent.ai notion. The Kingdom of God is 
suuet..ius that is in men—in cach man—and, ac- 
vurdiuy to these parables, it is somefnes not only 
iu edeu man, but ib is sulmeLning that las a very 
simail origin, It is something that develops it- 
peli LY tue bringe of gro tu, by disclusure, by 
veveiopment. Wuen you come to take away the 
parabolic form, und come down to the test of 
human eXprrichg, as the way to Know it, the 
hingdom 0: God is simply the predominance in 
the soul of man of right disposition. If men 
are, as Pail always says they were. two men in 
one,—the flesh man and the spirit man, the man 
represented bythe body, aid the man repre- 
sented by the heart, the soul, the mind, —if men 
are. two men, it is very certain that in the main 
thé iesh man now gover.s the world. The law 
ol loc, the law of the body, is universal, 
and is prevalent, and, under all circumstances, 
aud in cach individual. the first state of life is 
that he lives as an animal, that he is formed as 
ananupal. A babe is born, you know. It is 
the seed, it is the native form of what it is 
alierwards to be. It grows up as a little ani- 
mal. It begins to learn life. It begins to learn 
everythug. The un erstanding opens small 
and grows larger andJarger. Affections begins 
„Small and grow larger and larger. Sentiments 
come latest ana are the slowest of disciosure. 
But this marks the whole avimal. The child is 
a little, lisping, laughing, joyous  ani- 
mal. He ieeds and seeks his ends 
by direct forces. He strikes or is 
stricken. He crics, he sleeps, he moans, he isa 
little lamb or a little call, as the case may be. 
|Laugoter.; In either case, he isa mere little 
animal, no doubt with tue instincts and tend- 
encics of animal life. 

Now, wuen education begins, it begins to re- 
strain animalism in the pruiciple of expediency. 
My son, you must not throw away anytaing; 
you must not turow away a crumb; you are liv- 

ng in a world where you must learn to save; 
you must take care of what you have got, in 
order to get more.” The child h naturally im- 
pulsive, and you say: My son, you must 
vverruie your temper. Never fight except when 

ou know you can whip. Laughter.] 

ou must always, everywhere,resirain yourselt 
because you have to hive among men.”’ And 
every step, even of the animal life of the child, 
the very animal development, is one that comes, 
little by little, little by little, and by successive 
additions. 

Now, when you come to its affections, the 
child has to be still more carefully trained, and 
when you come to the rehigious liie. as they call 
it, why he is all at sea there. It is long before 
you begin to bring to bear upon the conswence 
aod spiritual sense of tue child any adequate 
impression, and to give to it lormative power, 
and stali less controlling power. 

Now when you look through life at large you 
will tind that men l.ve by the forees that belong 
to them in their lower life. They are bargain- 
makers, they are money-makers, they are 
workers in stone, wood, and leather; they 
develop the feld, they dig the mine, they build 
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Men’s passions are the animals they ride on, 
and we don’t want to crucify them so as to ex- 
terminate them. We don’t = 2 1 
out appe or hunger, or nstine 
of the oe don’t = to take away his 
principle of self<iefense or combativevess. We 
don’t want to destroy, but to break them in, 
and break them under, and let the nobler in- 
stincts sit in the saddle upon the back uf the 
asiimal passions, We want to bring into abso- 
lute and complete ascendency the spirit man, 
the man that represeuts the Divine nature, not 
the other tit represents the human and the 


varthiy nature. 
If you will turn to the fifteenth chapter of 


Gallatians you Will find a contrast between these 
two natures. rst he describes the nature 
of the flesh He tells the works of 
the flesh man,—he calls him in anoth- 
the man. Well, what 
Why, uncontrolled, un- 
owing wild and loose, as nine out 
u the world de. These arg the out- 
croppings of the bodily man: Adultefy, forni- 
cation, uncleaniiness, iasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, varyings, emulation, wrot 
strife, tion, faction, 1 drunken- 
ness, reveling, and such li These are the 
works of the flesh. Now what are the works of 
the spirit? They are called the fruits of the 
er- fruit which the divine spirit ripens. 
The first is love. Whatisthenext! Joy. The 
fruit of the spirit is first love, and next, like sun- 
rise, joy makes every homely thing ln nature 
sparkle. Then peace. Not the peace such as 
some Christians get in cbhuich—not the 
peace that signifies slumber and no - 
ness. When the hum soul 
excited in one or two faculties, they rise to 
au intense power disproportionate and inharmo- 
nious, that is not peace. But if, instead of 
taking away the stimulus, we apply it to every 
single one of the faculties of the human soul, 
so that there is a uniform, tntense delight, then 
we get a perfect peace. There is nO peace that 
does not imply universal, barmonious develop- 
ment of all the moral and spiritual parts of eur 
nature. When those are all carried up to- 
gether, they are like the unison of a grand 
choir, and the peace is full of aetivity, of vol- 
ume, and quality. It then becomes like the 
ualities spoken of: first, love, then jov, and 
then higher than joy, and sweeter, is the peace 
that cqmes from the exaltation of a whole soul. 

Next we come to long-suffering, which is also 
set down as among the Christian virtues. There 
are Various ways ip which this is borne, but 
there is a fine sense in woich you can take 
suffering. You can say, It He could bear a 
crown of thorns, at least I can bear one of the 
‘thorns in the crown.“ Then there is “gentile- 
ness, vot the gentieness of weakness that has 
not the stagngth to hit hard, but tae gentieness 
of power that makes a volume of force and 
migut like a mother’s touch on a new-born 
babe. Then goodness.“ something distinct 
from all these, and although we understand it 
when we see it, no man on earth, no pot or 
author has ever described or given a detinition 
of goodness. Will you give me a definition ot 
something that works sideways, up- 
wards, every way, all surts of 
ways, carrying warm light and smiles every- 
where? There is a kindness, a beauty, a gentile, 
loving nature showing jtself socially from man 
to man everywhere, tak make life rosy,—that 
makes it smooth, sweet, and rich. There are 
seep going abuut whose souls are as a whole 

nd of music to evervbody that is uear them, 
and one dwells in their presence in a bounty of 
gladuess perpetually. UL they go, it is twilight; 
f they come, it is sunhgnt. Goodness is that 
wonderful attribute of the squl which is 
created’ by the Spirit of God, and is one 
of the fruits of the Spirit. „Their taith—or, in 
other words, imagination—ranges not among 
physical things, but among the invisible reali- 
tes. Fasth,gneckness, or the power of sucha 
love, such a sympathy tormen as shows them 
that their Wickeuness aga.nst you is not so much 
an attack ou you as a reason of sorrow for 
tuem. It a man smite thee on the one cheek, 
do not turn the other if you are blazing mad. 
[Laugliter.] , It is no use. But if a Man smite 
thee on the one cheek and it strikes in this way 
upon the soul: “Ob! in what a realm this man 
must live; how r the child is; | am sorry for 
him ;”’ the sense of his poorness and a yearning 
to do him good is the fruit of every 
assault he makes on you,—a sympa- 
thy that pours bounty out upoa 
those that are offending you. That is meek- 
ness. I need to tell ou it very particularly, be- 
cause you shall find very little of it in the 
world. And, last of all, self-control. It is 
called temperance, but m the original it is self- 
government or self-control. 

Now, let me go over this inventory again fora 
moment. I remember in the old times, when g 
revival sprang up in my boyhood, there were 
certain things happened. In every cenomina- 
tion there are the technique, the special ways 
of preaching, the special modes of examin- 
ing the men, the special tests and, evidences 
of whether they have passed fm death 
to life. When I was a boy we used to talk a 
great deal about gur evidences. I wish there 
was more of that now,—many people are con- 
verted so easily and with so little—|laugbter|— 
that it is really an unprolitable task in thou- 
sands of cases to +h “for evidences. But let 
a man be shut up in those verses Which are in 
the filth chapter of Galatians—the ones that I 
have read. Let him test himself. I have 
been converted unto what and how much 
into it? Have I been converted into joy, into 
peace, into long-suifering, into gentleness, into 
goodness, into faith, into meckness, into entire 
self-government?’ How many men are there 
that have staid a great while in the church 
and have had the — of being eminent Chris- 
tians that—everv day, I had almost said—but 
continually in their lives, when some little of- 
fense cumes and they flame out just like other 
men, like the under man [laughter], and if you 
say to them, Where is your forgiveness, where 
is your gentleness, where is your Christ-like in- 
nocence r * Well, there a point beyond 
which purity ceases to be a virtue, they tell 
you. A point they never came within a gun- 
shot of! They tell you circumstances alter 
cases. Well, circumstances seems to have 
altered their case. [Laughter.] Men want to 
have the name of being Christians with the 
liberty of acting like the devil under circum- 
stances. [Renewed laughter. } 

Now, what did conversion do for you? How 
much of love, of joy, of peace, of long-suffering, 
oi gentleness, goodress, faith, meekness—how 
much of these have been developed in you! be- 
cause tha“ is just what, without any figures, is 
meant by the Kingdom of God witnin you.” 
it is when a man, by the power of the 
Divine Spirit. has risen above small sentiments 
and has develo within bim the Christian 
virtues and tru The average experience of 
that man who has come into the amplitude of 
the Kingdom of Heaven is that the Kingdom is 
a peculiar kind of disposition that dwells in the 
— of men. 

want next to say that every single one of the 
qualities enumerated is to be developed. It is 
not only love. It is not only that a man should 
be gentle. It is not only that man should be 
benevolent. He is to have all of them. What 
would you think if a man sent an order to 
Haines Bros. and received a magnificent 
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turn it over to makeit. A man’s hand is only 
the embodiment of thought, and when the mind 
is working it plays, and the last thing the man 
thinks of is the words he is using, 
or the words he is spelling, 
that appear to the eye. It 
eet Sing him spoptaneously apd un- 
consciously. Nothing is learned until you have 
learned to forget it, and it becomes and 
parcel of you. No man has learned bumilit 
that has not pumped for it. [Laughter. 
man has learned gentleness who has not 
hned himself. lot those qualities must be 
not only present, but must be fervent, and be- 
come so free by practice that they are intul- 
tional, automatic—they take care of themselves, 
so that when the oc@asion comes he gives out 
the appropriate grace—not as sometbing which 
you have to wake up like a espe 
sentinel, but they must come for 
of themselves, as children rush forth when they 
hear their father or mother coming home, with- 
out waiting for the servant to bring them. And 
this quality is represented ia the Scripture in 
this way, Clothed with grace.“ So that a 
mau would just as soon think of going naked 
down the street as without his graces. He 
wears them all the time. The language is made 
stronger. Put on the Lord Jesus, as if all the 
a of this dress, every one of them, were 
eveloped fully and perfectly in Him, and we 
are to put them on, That is the dress that 
made Him what He was. You know what Christ 
says ofit! How stands it in this line of ex- 
position : that 
labor and are heavy laden.“ ll men 
labor and are heavy laden that 
are down near to the ground and are using oaly 
their base nature. Come unto Me. Learn of 
Me, for lam meek and lowly of heart, and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls.“ That is the 
invitation to come to Christ. Come and take of 
this disposition with Him, that made Him what 
He was. Learn of Him, a soul finding rest. 

Now, there is something still further. I 
have said that these dispositions ougat, every 
one of them, to be developed to the point of 
fervor that ought to be sudd@n and spontane- 

You can never know the power of these 
sentiments until you see them act- 
in crowds, so that there 
be one meek man with 
twenty scoffers, but a whole house—fatuer, 
mother, children, and boarders—iwelling to- 
gether in a concordant condition, so that the 
atmosphere of the house shail be that which 
springs from the higher dispositions of the 
souls. But even that does not tell the force of 
those qualities. It is when ove family, or two, 
or ten, or fifty, a whole neighborhood *of them, 
are joined together so that there is really a pub- 
lic sentiment,—all meek, all gentle, all loving, 
all fulrof joy, all sparkling with imaginatioa 
ana seeking others’ good, all in honor pre- 
ferring one another,’ all of them ethereal chi- 
dren of light; when you have acquired those 
qualities in supereminence and have the 
best that is in man; when you have carried 
them all to that radiant life, giving form and 
harmony to them, and you have made them so 
constant that they are spoutanpeous; when they 
are diffused not only through the whole house 
in which you dwell, but through tue waole 
neighborhood, you have begun to experience 
some sense of their power. Bub not all. Wien 
not only in the wuole household and neigubor- 
hood, but when the Wk of God has so pre- 
vailed that the whole State and all it contains 
proceeds upon those puwers and principles, — 
selfishness dead, avarice dead, murder dead, 
anger plead, cruelty dead, envies, jealousies, 
lying dead, and iove, and joy, aud 
long-suffering, and geutleuess, and goodness, 
and self~ontrol, acting through the court, 
through the Legislature, through every single 
avenue of businvss,—in the ship, in the boat, in 
the store, and iu the shop; when they be ume 
the motive furves of Whiversal human liie—then 
the Kingdom of God has come, and the new 
heaven and the new earth in which dwell rigut- 
eousvess have arrived. And that is the full 
dislosure and amount of the Kingdom of 
Heaven in man. 

You will bear with me if I make a few closing 
reflections, though I bave detained you too long, 
considering the crowded condition of the house, 
and am likely to weary you. But 
I shall not have the opportunity of 
wearying you often. . Bear with me. 

First, all Christian knowleuge is of value, 
juet in proportion as it produces the sweet, the 
generous, the loveable dispositions of man. We 
hear a great deal said about fundamental doc- 
We beara great deal said about the 
sacreduess of theology—its value, the necessity 
of watching it, of keeping it all right. We hear 
much said about churches, their discipline, their 
economy. Jam not here to scoff at theology, I 
am not here to scoff at churches, I am not here 
to undervalue them. 1 am not here, certainly, to 
say thereis uo value in those things. But lam here 
to apply atest of value. It is a good thing to 
have a clear and systematic view of truths. It 
is a good thing to have a clear and rightly con- 
ducted — of men that are to teach the truth. 
It is a good thing to havea body of men like 
the church recognize moral feeling. [At this 
moment a little boy on the platform began to 
cry. Turning toward him, Mr. Beecher said:

Now, in regard to all theology, it is of very 
little acœount what the system of theology is;

And all 
churches and all sects are to be measured by that. 
it they make narrow, stiff, sour, pungent, and 
punching Christians, they are bad, do not care 
what name you give them.

All manners must be flexible. The wig and 
gown would possess no longer any power on our 
bench or at our bar. Society is always movin 
away from its encampment, not*in pursuit o 
new essentials, but in pursuit of new scenery. 
Along with the moving crowd the pulpit must 
be seen willing to leave the old camp behind 
and to journey toward new scenes. As the 
vigorous and gpod-humored old people follow 
their sons and daughters toa new world or to 
the Western not because they the 
selves love ebange, but because they wish their 
sons and daughters to follow the star of destiny 
and to strike a new world in its spring, and not 
in its dead autumn, so the pulpit must hold 
itself reaay to strike tent and join in the un- 
avoidable migrations of the young centuries. 

It is assumed by many that a change of stvle 
means a change of Guspe}, and that only infideis 
or heretics can be guilty of any innovations in 
the world of religion. But whoever will read 
the poems of Chaucer and then of Whittier, will 
find that it is not poesy that has cha , but 
only the language and imagery, and public and 
private taste. e love, and friendship. and 
sorrow, and joy, the feasting and the mourning 
sung by the last harpists are the same as when 
sung by him who first taught the English lan- 
8 step to a measure. Love in Homer and 

ove in Longfellow are the same. only the one 
was embodied in adomestic Penelope.the other in 
awapdering Evangeline. The Greek girl stayed 
at tome, the American girl traveled. Remorse 
in Shaks 's «Wolsey is the same as remorse 
in old Judas Iscariot, only the former de- 
livered soliloquies and sneeches, the latter 
went and hanged itself. The pulpit must have 
granted it the right granted all its companions 
in thought, the right of perpetual change of 
manner without subjection to the reproa:h of 
abandoning the Gospel. The repentance which 
John preached in the wilderness is the same as 
that preached by Savonarola, and as that 
preached by a’ Kempis, and as that preached by 
a Fox or a Channing, only the different »eriods 
demanded different outward expressions. When 
a monk repented, he covered himself with 
ashes; when a Quaker met that sentiment, he 
doubled his kindness and his bonesty. The an- 
cient grieved, the modern reforms. 

There are few virtues of oratory more potent 
than freshness. Fresh forms of speech are as 
charming as fresh — fresh fruits, fresh 
flowers.

The world’s Decalogue and Sermon on the 
Mount can never be outlived any more than the 
ag oye Beer can be ou wn and dis- 
placed. but all else moves to and fro, and thus 
the present is kept fresh for the delight of the 
heart. Once all religious sounds from read ug 
and preaching to the singing of the pslam were 
made through the nose, and only such a tone 
was impressive. It was u sound specialized to 
the use of religion. But as the mrsters in reli- 
gion cast aside this custom without overthrow- 
ing the Gospel, so everywhere the habits of yes- 
terday can be left behind and the Cross itself be 
made only the more attractive by the new flow- 
ers of speech and argument that inwreath it.

This being 
conceded, let us mark no a great error into 
which the pulpit has fallen; it is that of assum- 
ing that the best way to advance the cardinal 
idea is to preach it invessantly. A good mother 
in Israel once explained, it is said, to one of the 
most orthodox and esteemed clergymen of tins 
city, that he did not preach enough about the 
atonement, and then sie, added ber opinion 
“that there should be somethi about the 
atonement in every single sermon.“ Very much 
like this is the opinion of many clergymen and 
elders in the more orthodox brancnes of the 
church. But, in prosecuting their idea, they 
have over-taxed human nature, for if there is 
one thing it will not cndare it is ** vain repeti- 
ons. Should our political speakers attempt 
to address the same audience every week upon 
the one theme of tariff, or suifrage, or taxes, 
ther woald in a short time disperse 
the audience and soon bring a good theme 
into disrepute. Not even the largest theme 
of statesmen in all ages,—liberty.—the theme 
which underlies all the eloquence of the 
great’ past, could endure such a treatment. 
Revetition will make contemptible the most sol- 
emn truth in either polities or relicion. As 
therefore the political orators all have assumed 
that an audience can learn a lesson, that what is

The singular greatness of the pulpit may be 
found not only in the quality of its cardinal 
ideas, butin the almost infinite range of its 
inquiry. The statesman can treat of but few 
subjects. Its eloquence is massive, but not 
fitted to every day. It is like Corinthian col- 
umns. fitted only for the architecture of tem- 
ples. So the eloquence of the bar suffers from 
strange limitations. The puiot has a wider 
landscape before it. All conditions of men are 
matshaled in its * vale. It may be 
grand as in presence of eternity, or may be 
sweet im presence of little children, telling 
them simple I-ssons and stories of duty and 
happiness. The 8 of the pulpit may 
indeed be and is the Columns in a great temple, 
even the por bes of eternity; but it may also 
descend and be as simple as a mother advising a 
loved child. Its eloquence may roll out in 
organ tones heavy and sad, or it may be a carol 
for a Christmas morning. Its’ audience is the 
human race.

THE TABERNACLE SERVICES.

Calieth Me,” and it was evidentiy refreshing 
and entertaining to the congregation.

tion, and been squeezed by ot Hrs Me a lemon. 
Thus it was with the predigal—his money, jew- 
els, Clothes, and everything of value he pos- 
sessed. were taken from him, and he was com- 
pelled to grovel along, until he resolved to 
return to his father and ask his forgiveness. He 
went back because he was simply starving. He 
had no conviction of sin until he returned to nis 
father, and it was then that he had an adequate 
idea of it. He left home in luxgry and ele- 
gance. and perhaps had enjoyed all on toast 
and all that sort of thing, but he returned 
starving and in rags. Still that father 
never ceased to love his son, and 
welcomed him home. The speaker warmed 
earnestly in his discourse as he described the 
return of the wayward boy, and the fear of the 
latter’s receiving reproach from the fond parent. 
So it was with them; they would be received by 
Christ and welcomed like the pro ligal son. He 
drew another illustration to show how the er- 
ring son would be receited on returning home, 
and the sinner on approaching Christ. and 
close his remarks by announcing the bymn, 
„lune now for Thee,“ which was sung by the 
quartet. 

After prayer, Maj. Whittle said he wonld 
preach ip the evening-at Farwen Hall, and 
called attention to the inquiry meeting in the 
ante- room.

SCIENCE AND MAN. 


“Man in the 


Lecture on 
Making.“ 

Prof. W. D. Gunning delivered the third of 
his series of lectures on Science and Man to 
a large and respectable audience at Hershey's 
Music Halt, yesterday afternoon. The subject 
„Races in the Makiag was a very interesting 
one, and was listened to with much attention. 
The following is an abstract of the discourse: 

The speaker said in beginning that no one 
should say that in grappling with the problem 
of the origin of man and theraces of men, we 
are beating our heads against a fruitless ab- 
straction. The human mind never bent its 
powers to the solution of a more practical 
question than this. me schookmen toyed 
with questions whith had nothing 
to do with the conduct of lite. 
We are concerned with questions of scapendons 
interest to the welfare of our kind. They ex- 
pended their intellectual activity on this ques- 
tion: Whether, in a state of innocence, all 
babes are not born boys! We are beginning 
to expend a portion of our activity on this ques- 
tion: Whether, in a state of rational exercise 
of the faculties, all bagés should not be born 
well!“ They beat their brains against this 
question: Whether God knows more than He 
knows that He knows! We are beginning to 
exercise our powers on this question: Whether 
man, knowing whence he came, and how, will 
not know better.how ‘to order his conduct of 
life?” man can trace his origin to a mys 
terious Power that wrought by what we call the 
methods of nature, the factors being many and 
diverse, the types of man should be many and 
diverse. 

The speaker considered then how far man, 
like the animals around him, varied with the 
aspect of nature. He showed that animals, in 
general, take the color of their habitat, He 
showed how they vary in form according to 
their habiscs. He’ then delineated a tribe of 
Umkas, who live on uplands by fhe White Nile 
a land whose soll is red-brown. The color o 
the Dinkas is red-brown. He drew a man from 
the neighboring tribe of Dyoors, who live on a 
low land between two tributaries of the White 
Nile. The color of the soil is black, and the 
man is black. The habitat of the Dyoor is like 
that of the crane and flamingo, and the Dyoor 
isa kind of flamingo-man. With little head 
long neck, long andegaunt limbs, and 
spreading feet, he strides flamingo-like 
over the marsh, Here, then, among 
men who live almost as near to Na- 
ture as the animal. and are consequently almost 
as miserable, id the same protective adapt- 
ations between the color of the man and tiat of 
his habital,and an exceptional adaptation of 
form to an ex ept ional mode of life. 

The whale of Arctic seas has a thick under- 
garment of non-conducting blubber. The Fue- 
gian onthe borders of the Antarctic zone, un- 
housed and unclad, has an under-dress of non- 
condu ting fat. Not having mind enough to 
help himself against the elements, the creative 
forces have plaved upon him on the Arctic land 
as if be were a whale in the Arctic seas, and de- 
veloped in him a coat of blubber. Where we 
find man living near to Nature we find his 
body played upon and modified by the same 
Torces and in the same way as the animals 
around him. 

Did he spring from a single pair in a tropic 
Eden, as Milton sang, or from a nation of germs 
sown in different lands, as Agassiz taagut! Or 
did he unfold into manhood and branch into races 
from a favored ancestry m one centre! 

Man is under the shadow of a mighty past. 
On the palace walls of Nineveh and temple walls 
of Egypt we find him depicted already a negro 
and already a Caucasian. Fifteen hundred years 
before Christ the negro Was standing out in his 
dark isolation with no whisper from that mys- 
terious past behind him to teil how he became 
a negro. Tue races seem as old as the race. 
Perhaps they are older, Perhaps the negro was 
a negro before he was fully a man. 

The races shade off from two strong)v-defined 
centres. If the section of a man’s hair is circu- 
lar, the man belongs to a race whose seat is the 
North hemisphere,—a race which, in its higoest 
unfoldment, has a written language, laws, insti- 
tutions, science, art. if the section of a man’s 
hair is oval, the man belongs toa race whose 
seat is the South hemisphere, and which has 
spread into the North hemisphere only in Af- 
rica,—a race which bas no history, no laws, no 
science, no art. It is Watts who sang: 

Great God! on what 4 slender thread 
Hang everlasting things. 

Yes, religion and science are in harmony 
again; as si-nder as a hair. Otherrace-featurcs 
may vary, but be isa feature which never var. es. 
It ws so ola that it always runs with the blood. 
We infer that it was among the earliest diffur- 
ences established between man and man. 
Cylindrical hair is straicht, oval hair is woolly. 
The earliest division of man was witb a straigut- 
haired race and awool-haired race. The speaker 
drew the lowest member of the wool-haired 
race, a negro, and the lowest member of the 
straicht-haired races, an Australian, and 
described the features they bave in common. 
He maintained that the primitive race from 
which they sprang must Mave generalized these 
features. He argued from a biological law that 
nature does vot favor white, and snowed why 
we find no mild animals of pure white. While 
man is living purely à natural life bis color must 
be dark. 

The assemblage of features he ascribes to the 
Adamie race is: dark skin. retreating 1. 
slanting teeth, slanting eves, wide nostrils, and 
absence of calves. Agassiz was right in deny- 
ing the unity of the race, and Darwin is right 
in asserting the unity. fhe race is not a unit 
if its Adam progenitor must be Jed as 
fully a man. It is aunit if you are allowed to

They claimed that the whole ticket would be en- 
dangered if such purgation should take place, 
and hence the bad and the good remained upon 
the ticket, and they all went in together or 
were defeated together. 

What has been our experience in to 
election of Aldermen heretofore? 80 long as 
Aldermen were ele ted on the general ticket in 
the autumn; we hada Common Council which 
robbed the public. What was the result 
when ow present Council was elected? Only 
good men were chosen, for the reason that no 
other officers were chosen at the same time, and 
an opportunity was given for the voters to se- 
lect the best, and the best they did select. 

Now, mv humble opinion is that if the elec-

While there 
are not two returns from either of these 
States, and no question concerning them 
can be referred to the Court, there is nothing 
to prevent an objection being made in either 
case.

Each of them will be argued by objectors 
and counsel, and a decision will not be 
reached before a week, carrying the case to 
the 22d of February. Another day will be 
consumed in debating and voting on the con- 
currence of the House in the award of the 
Commission. There are twenty-four States 
in the list after Louisiana, including Oregon. 
Nine States follow Oregon. Any objection 
interposed will necessitate the separation of 
the Houses, in which case the House can ad- 
journ until next day. In the “neantime, 
Sunday, the 25th, will be a day lost, and the 
session of Congress will expire at 12 o'clock 
noon on Sunday, March 4. By long-estab- 
lighed decisions, March 3 terminates legally 
at moon on March 4, and the Democratic 
programme is to have by that time the votes 
of half a dozen States then not counted.

It were infinitely 
better for the party to accept the election of 
Hayes and make the most they could of 
WILL THE DEMOCRATS RESIST? 
We do not know how closely the Demo- 
crats of Chicago resemble the Democrats 
throughout the country, but we presume 
that the average Democrat is pretty much 
the same everywhere. If we are right in 
this, then we cannot but regard it as danger- 
ous that, at this stage of the proceedings 
in the Presidential Commission, the local 
managess of the Democratic party should 
begin to agitate resistance to the verdict in 
case it shall prove to bé against them. At 
their meeting Saturday a resolution was in- 
troduced denouncing the Commission as par- 
tisan, and advising the Democratic Senators 
and Representatives to withdraw from it. 
It is only fair to say that the resolution was 
tabled, but not until after a large number of 
those present had heartily indorsed it,—ope 
Hooten again reviving the wah talk in 
the most violent manner. The inference is 
inevitable, therefore, that a large proportion 
of the Democrats, sniffing defeat ahead, are 
in favor of organizing resistance to any con- 
clusion that shall not award the Presidency 
to TDI and the offices to his retainers. 
In one respect, this disposition among the 
Democrats is infamous; in another, short- 
sighted and foolhardy. It is infamous that 
a solemn contract, indorsed by the great ma- 
jority of the representatives of both parties 
in Congress, and equally binding upon both, 
should be repudiated by one faction at the 
first sign that it may result to their disadvan- 
tage. It is plain that either Mr. Tom or 
Mr. Hayes must suffer defeat, and an agree- 
ment to arbitrate was an agreement to abide 
by the result. If Mr. Harxs is awarded the 
Presidency, it will be because a majority of 
the Commission believe him entitled to it 
under the law, and the Democrats are bound 
in all honor and good faith to accept the 
verdict peaceably. It is outrageous, then, 
before the votes of half a dozen States 
have been counted, to denounce the 
tribunal as partisan and unfair, and call 
upon the Democratic party to break the com- 
pact into which it entered along with its 
opponents in order to assure peace and quiet 
to the country. But there is another consid- 
eration which the Democrats ignore. The 
issue is by no means settled yet. The Re- 
publicans have gained a point in the decision 
about the Florida case, but Louisiana and 
Oregon are still to be passed upon.

THE HORRORS OF THE COOLIE 


Hone Kone, Jan. 15, via Suanowat, Jan. 16.— 
There are reports of various difficulties between 
the Spanigh Minister at Peking and Tsung Ki Ta- 
men, growing out of the question of the employ- 
ment of coolies in Cuba. The Chinese Government 
absolutely refuse to sanction the further empigy- 
ment of Chinese laborers in the Spanish colonies. 


The above dispatch appeared in the for- 
eign intelligence printed in the last issue of 
Tus Tarsune. The action of the Chinese 
Government in refusing to sanction the 
further employment of Chinese laborers or 
coolies in Cuba is warranted by the facts in 
the case. The importation of coolies into 
Cuba has been going on for thirty years, 
and duaing that time there have been numer. 
ous abuses practiced, but the matter was not 
brought consistently before the Chinese Gov- 
ernment until 1873. The evidence of the 
horrible cruelty was at last so over- 
whelming that the late Emperor Tuna- 
Ommn appointed a Commission, con- 
sisting of a native official, Cuxx-Laxate and 

an English and a French Commissioner, 
Messrs, Macpuerson and Hunxn, to go to 
Cuba and investigate the charges made by 
the coolies against their brutal employers. 
They have made the investigation and pub- 
lished their report, which more thau confirms 
the original statements of the ooolies. 

From the report, it appears that the ma- 
jority of the coolits have sailed to Cuba 
from Macao, Amoy, Swatow, and Canton, 

and that eight-tenths of them have been de-

Review of a Very Quiet Week in 
| Chicago Finances. 


Comparative Exhibit of the Clearing- 
House Business of Differ- 
ent Cities. 


Wheat Nervous, but Tame—Corn Steady— 
Other Grain Dull. 


Progress of Pork Packing, and 
Stocks of Product. 


FINANCIAL. 


The clearings of the Chicago banks for the week 
just closed show a considerable decline in compari- 
son with the preceding week and the corresponding 
week of last year. The clearings last week footed 
up $18,419,0386.57, while the week before they 
were $24, 400,000, and the corresponding week of 
1876 were $23, 286.331.07. These figures confirm 
the general report of the bankers with regard to 
business. Last weekewas undoubtedly one of the 
dullest that have been seen in this city for months. 
The comparative exhibit of clearings of leading 
‘cities fer week before last, as puhlished in the 
Publie of Saturday, show improvement at New 
York, Boston, Louisville, New Orleans, 
and Pittsurg, and losses at Chicago, 
St. Louis“ and Baltimore, and at Puiladel- 
phia, where the magnitude of preparations for the 
Centennial makes the comparison tel! heavily 
against the present business of the city. The San 
Francisco Clearing-House, not in existence until 
March last year, already reports about $11, 000, 000 
Weekly, with increasing business. In the follow- 
ing table, given in the #ubit, the return, given 
from that city. being for the week ending Jan. 
27, is notincluded in the total, the returns for 
other cities being for the weeks ending Feb. 3 m

The mild weather is rapidly melt- 
ing the snow in the lumber regions, and in some 
localities in Wisconsin the ground is nearly dare, 
and it is feared that the work of hauling logs, ex- 
cept for short distances, for the present wil! have 
to be abandoned. But, even if there should be no 
more snow fn the pineries to facilitate operations, 
dealers do not apprehend a short crop of logs, 
though it would doubtless be much below first ex- 
pectatione. The demand for broom-corn, 
and woo! was light and for small lots to eupply"the 
pressing wants of Western consumers. seeds 
were quiet except timothy, which continues in 
good demand and steady. Clover was easy, 
being more plentiful. Dealers quoted hides 
dull and weak. Potatoes were in moderate 
request, choice lots being scarce and steady. Or- 
anges and apples continue in fair local and country 
demand and steady, while other green fruits are 
rather quiet, but unchanged in price, being in lim- 
ited stoek. Poultry was in fair local request. Eggs 
were lower, fresh being quoted at 18c. 

Rall freights were quiet and unchanged, but 
rather weak; generally quoted at 40c on grain to 
Boston, 35c to New York, and about 30c to Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore. Meats were quoted 10c 
pet 100 lbs above grain, and meats to Liverpool by 
steam at 55@60c. Grain room to Liverpool was 
freely offered at 45c in specie per 100 lbs. 

Lake freights were quiet and firmer than hereto- 
foraguoted, 4c being paid to Buffalo on corn for 
two Feasels, to lie in harbor till the opening of 
navigation. The mild weather has opened the 
river, and invites loading to save storage in ele- 
vator. *

wrote as follows, in 1856, in his work on 
Diseases of Children,” a standard text-book 
in regular medical colleges: 

It has been proposed in this (diphtheria) and 
other zymotic diseases to give medicines to check 
the supvosed fermentative processes going on in 
the economy, and by this means to ameliorate if 
not entirely control the morpid action. Prof. 
Polli. of Milan. has recommended for this 

the sulphites, in the belief that 
the sulphurous acid set free in the sys- 
tem by their decomposition prevents, or tends to 
prevent, catalyeis. Experiments have shown chat 
this agent does check fermentation without the sys- 
tem. and thé theory possesses a degree of plausi- 
bility. But in such matters the only reiiabte guide 
is experience. If experience shows that the sul- 
phites are beneficial in the treatment of the zy- 


motic affecti 
them. It is difficult to determine 
the value of any medicine in the treatment of the 


zymotic diseuses, since so many cases terminate

ew weeks ago scarlatina appeared in a family 

of ten persons, eight of whom were children, 
all huddled in three small rooms. Three of the 
children had the disease, one of them in a se- 
vere form. The other five wholly escaped. No 
prophylactics were given and no isolation 
was attempted. If a prophylactic had, been 

ven and the five still remained exempt, the 

nstance would have convinced an unscientific 

observer of the worth of the preventive. Yet 
it would have no value whatever as evidence, 
because such cases are common. They are not 
exceptions but ordinary incidents ia an epi- 
demic of scarlet fever. as all the authorities and 
the experience of physicians everywhere at- 
test. How can anything positive be predicated 
concerning a contegion ich is so capricious 
and uncertain in its action! Not one epidemic, 
but many; not thirty or forty cases only, but 
30,000 or 40,000 cases, careful! M observed and ac- 
curately recorded with all the precision of the 
trained, educated mind, and then subjected to 
the rigid scrutiny and candid examination which 
the scientific method exacts, will be necessar 
before any generalizations can be made whic 
will stand the test of analysis. 

Thomas, in the premration of his admirable 
monograph upon scarlet fever, published in 
Ziemssen’s Cyclopedia, with that profound 
study and tireless research which distinguishes 
German students, consulted over 600 authors, 
whose observations cover a period of more than 
forty years. Yet I notice that he states his con- 
clusions with far greater modesty and less posi- 
tiveness than some of your correspondents who 
have published their experience in half a dosen 
cases. However useful the remedies in ques- 
tion may be found, it is to be feared that no in- 
fallible remedy for any disease will be discov- 


Pered. The quack is opulent in specifies. To 


him disease is an entity which his nostrum kills. 
This the people arefond of believing. This is 
the notion which educated physicians wish to 
uproot from the minds of the people. The phy- 
sician knows that disease is a disorder of the 
system. Its course may indeed be tangible and 
to the discovery of that cause he bends his most 
earnest and patient endeavor. The apnals of 
the profession are splendid with illustrations of 
self-sacrifice and devotion in this pursuit. The 
roll of honor shines with the names of men who, 
as obscure students or distinguished savans, 
have offered up life itself upon the altar of the 
common good. But at the bedside of the pa- 
tient the physician plays a different role. Until 
his art reveals to him the materies morbi”’ 
and enables bim to reach and destroy it, which 
hitherto it has failed to do, he must continue, in 
the old phrase, to assist Nature. 

It is true that medicine is not an exact sci- 
ence.— neither is theology nor the law. —yet it 


has made greater strides and more magnificent 4 


discoveries than either, and an art which has 


done so much for mankind is not to he belittied | 
because it has not yet traversed the whole field | 


and is not prepared for all exigencies.” An ele- 
ment of uncertainty must of necessity exist. 
Surgery is, upon one side, purely me- 
chanical. Given an’ accurate knowledge of 
anatomy and a power of adroit mwanipfiation 
and the difficulties af the surgeon are con- 
quered. But the moment the operation is over 
the surgeon gives place to the physician. The 
systémic disorder that may arise may be so ob- 
scure as to baffle his.complete recognition. If 
the morbid processes were as apparent to the 
eve as are the anatomical relations of the part 
when the wound is laid bare to the surgeon’s in- 
spection, diagnosis would be dnfallible and 
medicine might lay claim to a position among 
the exact sciences. So much, however, is aow 
known that certain principles of treatment are 
accepted by the regular profession. There is no 
material difference in the teaching of the author- 
ities, no such important disagreement as would 
imperil the safety of the patient. The thera- 
peutics of scarlet fever, in particular, are ver 
nearly uniform and tor the most part successful. 
A few fatal cases do not inyalidate its worth. In 
any epidemic 6f modern times it is comparatively 
a small uumber who are lost. An epidemic of 
scarlet fever once devastated the little Euro- 

an Town of Thalheim, and of theel,300 in- 
vabitants not one escaped the disease. Recall 
the visitation of the plague in London,—the rav- 
ages of the cholera in countries sunken in ig- 
norance and superstition.

joined together Saturday and filed a bill in the 
United States Circuit Court against G. Wilson 
and the Wilson Sewing-Machine Company, to 
restrain an infringement of patent. The com- 
plainants state that on the 8th of May, 1849, 
John Bachelder obtained a patent for improve- 
ments in sewing-machines, which has been uni- 
versdily used ever since. Successive renewals 
were granted, and the patent was out this *vear 
unless again extended. A license was granted 
to E. L. Norton and others, and in 1870 they as- 
signed it unto the Wilson Sewing-Machine Gom- 
pany @ Cleveland and Thomas H. White. 
This Company nad a capital of $500,000. 
of which the President, Mr. White. 
held about nine-tenths. That same 
year Bachelder and complainants, Who were 
using his patent, made an agreemént with the 
Wilson Sewing-Machine Company by which 
Bachelder granted to White and his Company 
the right to use his invention and several other 
similar patents in manufacturing and selling 
‘sewing-machines, The Wilson Sewing-Machine 
Company agreed to pay a royalty or rent of $3 
on every sewing-machine manufactured and 
sold in this country, and $1 on every machine 
exported. The Company and Whit® expressly 
recognwed Bachelder's patent & valid, and 
agreed not to contest it or promote litigation. 
They also agreed to manufaéture only in Cleve- 
land unless they had the written consent of 
‘cqmplainants, to stamp each machine beginning 
at the number 100,000, and to give a full ac- 
count of their sales and manufactures. 

u 4874 Bachelder assigned all his patents to 


Wheeler, Potter, and Hopper, three of the com- 


plainants, and they immediately made a declara- 
tion of trust siating that they held the patents 
in trust for the sewing-machine companies above 
mentioned, comprising the remainder of the 
complainants. Several suits have been brought 
under the Bachelder patent, and it has been re- 
peatedly held to be valid, even against the Howe 


patent. 

The Wilson Sewing-Machine Company paid its 
royalty until Jan. 14, 1876, when it stopped. and 
has not since paid anything. lu september, 
1876, W. G. Wilson, T. 8. Lindsay, aud 8. E. 
Henderson, conspiring together, as cOmplain- 
ants charge, formed a new Wilson Sewing- 
Machine Company, with a capital of. $500,000, 
under the laws of Ilinois, and lo- 
cated in this city. Wilson owned 
4.960 shares, Lindsay 4 snares, aud 
Henderson 36 shares. The Cleveland Company 
was simultaneously stopped. Bachelder has 
also made egre@ments with the Weed Sewing 
Machine Company, the Victor Sewing ae 
Company, the Willcox & Gibbs Sewing Mache 
Company, the Gold Medal Sewing, Machine 
Company, the Remington Sewing Machine Com- 
pany, the Florence Sewing Machine Company, 
and others to use this patent on certain condi- 
tions, and they complain that the Wilson Sew- 
ing Machine Company is underseliing them. 
The complainants’ claffm uoder the patent is 
for a supporting bed supporting the material 
horizontally, provided with a throat with a 
yielding pressure holder, holding the material 


to be sewed, a supporting bed yielding pressure 


holder, a reciprocating eye-pointed needie, and 
for the diverse manner io which these parts are 
combined. In conclusion complainants allege 
that the defendants have broken their agree- 
ment to pay royalty, and have man- 
ulactured a large number of machines 
illegally. An account is therefore asked 
for and apninjunction to prevent a further 
iniringement of their rights. Messrs. Goodwin, 
Omeld and Towle appeared for the compiain- 
ants.

LISHERS AND THEIR AGENT. 

The public in general and certaiuly those who 
have been exposed to the mercies of  subscrip- 
tion book agents will not probably be disposed 
to waste, any * amount of pity on the mis- 
fortunes of Mr. O. J. Griffiths, who after having 
troubled uncounted thousands of others has 
fallen into a little trouble himself. Saturday 
he flled a lengthy bill in the Superior Court in 
which he states that for several years prior to 
1574 he was engaged @ this city in the business of 
soliciting orders for what are¥Very well knownas 
subscription books, and has in the course of his 
business made a large number of acquaintances 
among the book-buying people of Illinois, Wis- 
cousin, Iowa, and Minnesota. In February, 
1874, the firm of Estes & Lauriat, of Boston, 
Mass., made him an offer, which he accepted, to 
act as their exclusive agent in the above-men- 
tioned States, for the sale of an edition of

The follow- 
ing were appointed: Hugh Maguire, Thomas 
Keating, and M. C. Franey. 

The Convention then proceeded to elect per- 
manent officers, Messrs. Maguire and Walsh 
being placed in nomination for Chairman. The 
annual coniusion on suth occasions followed, 
but the election was finally proceeded with, re- 
sulting in the choice of David Walsh by accla- 
mation. John McNally was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent, George D. Plant Secretary, and M. C.

THE FOREIGN WAR. 


The war in regard to rates on freight for ex- 
port between the various Eastern roads still 


itself. The present state of affairs will u bt- 
edly continue until the 27th, when there is to 
be another meeting of the Railroad Managers 
interested in this business. In the meanwile 
the Managers of the roads leading east from 
Chicago will try to find a way out of the diffi- 
culty if possible, and have their action approved 
by the Eastern Managers.

Another meeting be held this morn- 
ing, but it is hardly probable that, 
under existing circumstances, a truce can 
be effected, as 1 yee of the steamship lines 
who are now in the market here independently 
consider themselves bound by any 
action the railroads might take, and this matter 
is just now Being agitated by the New York 
merchants, who do not like the way their 2 
is being discriminated nst. The Philadel- 
phia correspondent of the Daily Bulletin writes 
as follows in regard to this subject: 

Since making inquiries at the Pennsylvanta 
Railroad office recently in regard to the truth of 
statements from the West that the trunk lines 
were 3 the lately established rates of 76 
cents per 100 pounds fer grain from Chi to 
Liverpool, we are informed that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad has taken it at 55 cents. Several attempts 
made to get at Col. Scott or, Vice-President Cas- 
satt, or some one who could give us information in 
regard to the r to-day, were unsuccessful, 
these officials be ‘engaged all day in commit- 
tee,’ the Finance, Real-Estate, and other commit- 
tee holding sessions to-day. 

We were abie to learn from other sources, how- 
ever, the following facts: The agent of the Amer- 
ican Steamship Line states that the rate from Chi- 
cago here is 36 cents per 100 pounds, while 7 pence 

der bushel is asked by steamer hence to Liverpool. 
ut as he had not made any recent engagements 
he could not give through rates. A shipper, how- 
ever, gives us more definite information. He 
states t grain has been brought from Chicago to 
Philadelphia at 30 cents per 100 pounds, while 
steamer rates to Liverpool are not over 6 pence 
which, with the charges, would make about 
cents through. Dut even putting it at 36 cents, 
which is admitted, and 6 pence freight by steamer, 
it would not be over 56 cents if there were no ele- 
vator charges here. Hence it is safe to conclude 
that the railroad peace is not a peace, and that war 
is imminent and will break out s@ soon as other 
trugk lines begin to retaliate, which is likely soon 
to done. In the absence of affirmation or denial 
on the part of the Pennsylvania Railroad pores 
there is no*official information on the subject, since 
Vice-President Cassatt denied the statements orig- 
inating in the West, which denial we published a 
few days since.
